The Committee for the Reunincauop of 
Palestinian Families, which staged the demonstration on the day the 
cabinet discussed Soviet Jewish immigration, said Israel has recently 
toughened restrictions on viators to the territories. Israel allows Palesti- 
nian visitors to the occupied territories to remain for one (o three months, 
and there is a three-month waiting period for return visits to the West 
Bank, and a six-month wait before those wanting to re-enter Gaza can 
apply for a new viator's permit.

Clark: Palestinians 
face discrimination 
in U.S. 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Palesti- 
nians face more disc riminati on 
than any other ethnic group in the 
United States, former Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark told a 
convention of Arab- Americans 
on Saturday. “The truest test of a 
society's commitment to human 
rights is her commitment to hu- 
man rights for the Palestinian 
people,” Mr. Clark said at a 
three-day convention of the 
American- Arab Anti-Discrimina- 
tion Committee. Mr. Clark, who 
served as attorney general under 
President Lyndon Johnson, said 
Palestinians had a poor image 
because many Americans associ- 
ate them with terror ism . “We are 
so easily deceived by these 
fears,” he said. “It is difficult to 
protect the lives and rights of 
Palestinians” in a climate of fear. 

Egypt holds Muslim . 
fundamentalists 

CAIRO (AP) — On the eve of 
general elections, the govern- 
ment arrested scores of members 
of the officially outlawed fun- 
damentalist Muslim Brother- 
hood, which in alliance with two 
other parties is expected to win a 
minority in the new parliament, a 
senior official and Brotherhood 
members said Sunday. Brother- 
hood officials have claimed that 
up to 1,500 members who have 
been active in the electioneering 
campaign have been rounded up* 
around the country on Friday and 
Saturday and intimidated by 
police authorities. Fakhraddin 
Khaled, a senior official in the 
Interior Ministry whose office 
Saturday denied the arrests, told 
AP that less than 100 Brother- 
hood members had been 
arrested.

THE HAGUE — His Majesty King Hussein 
arrived here on Sunday on the second leg of a 
four-nation visit aimed at securing support 
for efforts towards convening an internation- 
al conference on the Middle East under 
United Nations auspices. 


The King, .who arrived here 
from Morocco, was received at 
Amsterdam’s Schipbol airport by 
Queen Beatrix of the Nether- 
lands and senior Dutch offi cials . 
The King was to be a guest of the 
Queen at the royal palace, Guis 
Ten Bosch, Sunday night before 


holding formal talks with Dutch 
Premier Ruud Lubbers and Fore- 
ign Minis ter Hans van den Bxoek 
on Monday. He leaves for Brus- 
sels later Monday to continue his 
trip winch win also take him to 
Britain. 

The King held talks with King 


Hassan n of Morocco on Satur- 
day, immediately after his arrival 
in Rabat, and on Sunday. At the 
conclusion of the talks, a joint 
statement, issued simultaneously 
in Rabat and Amman, called for 
an immediate end to the six-and- 
a- half-year-old Iran- Iraq war and 
emphasised the need to convene 
an Arab summit as soon as 
possible. 

The communique said Jordan 
and Morocco “agreed on the ur- 
gent need for an immediate halt 
to the war between Iran and Iraq, 
ending the spilling of blood be- 
tween these two Muslim coun- 
tries.” It said a solution to die

Arab relief convoy reaches 
besieged Bourj A1 Barajneh 


BEIRUT- (R) — Six trucks laden 
with food, dotfae&and blankets 
donated by Kuwait drove into a 
besieged Palestinian refugee 
camp in Beirut on Sunday, wit- 
nesses said. 

Syrian military observers 
watched as the supplies, given by 
the Kuwaiti government and Red 
Crescent, were delivered to 
Bourj A1 Barajneh, where mili- 
tiamen have blockaded at least 
12,000 refugees for the last five 
months. 

It was the fifth relief convoy to 
reach Bourj A1 Barajneh. An 
attempt to supply 4,000 refugees 
in die nearby Shatila camp ended 
in bloodshed on Friday when a 
truck carrying food provided by 
Saudi Arabia was destroyed by a 
rocket. Two children were re- 
ported killed and seven wounded 
m the attack. 

Palestinian sources said Sun- 
day’s delivery to Bourj AI Bara- 
jneh was matched by equal 
amounts of goods given to the 
Sfad’ite Amal militia for distribu- 
tion to Shfites living around the 
beleaguered Palestinian camps — 
the condition for several previous 


refief convoys. 

Cheering Palestinian children 
gathered at the entrance to Bourj 
Al Barajneh to ' welcome the 
trucks, foe witnesses said. 

“We thank the Syrian govern- 
ment and the Syrians in Lebanon 
for helping ns get the tracks into 
the camps,” said Abdul Ghani 
Asho, secretary-general of the 
Geneva-based Arab Red Cres- 
cent. 

Mr. Asho, a Saudi Arabian, 
told reporters more emergency 
supplies were expected from Jor- 
dan, the United Arab Emirates 
and Saudi Arabia. 

He had earlier warned that the 
Arab relief effort might be called 
off if the convoy was blocked. “If 
we foil to enter today, we win 
stop everything and go back to 
our country,” he said. 

Amal announced in February 
that it bad lifted its siege of the 
two Beirut camps. But at least 30 
women have been killed while 
leaving Bourj AI Barajneh to buy 
food mid five people were killed 
when they tried to leave Shatila a 
week ago- 

The go-ahead for Sunday’s 


convoy came after Syrian military 
observers, representatives of the 
pro-Syrian Palestine National 
Salvation Front (PN&F) and 
Amal officials met to discuss safe 
passage for the Arab-donated 


Al Oun, an official of 
the Kuwaiti Red Orescent, told 
Reuters he accompanied the 
trucks overland from Kuwait to 
Beirut, a journey of at least 1,500 
kilometres. 

“The supplies were granted by 
the Kuwaiti government and Red 
Crescent following a request by 
the Arab League,” he said. 

Amal has besieged the two 
refugee camps in Beirut and 
Rashicfiyeh in South Lebanon in a 
Syrian-backed effort to contain 
what is seen as a resurgence in 
Palestinian military power. 

About 880 people have been 
killed in the Amal-Palestmian 
“camps war” in Beirut and the 
sooth since last September. 

-Syrian troops took control of 
west Beirut in February, but have 
not intervened to end the Amal 
siege or to halt violence around 
the shell-blasted shantytowns. 


FadlaUah renews appeal 
for release of hostages 


BEIRUT (AP) — Lebanon’s 
most influential Shi'rte Muslim 
cleric Sunday appealed again to 
kidnappers to release all foreign 
hostages, “especially those sard 
to be ill." 

Sheikh Mohammad Hussein 
Fadlallah, spiritual guide of pro- 
Iranian Shfite extremists, also 
said the kidnappers should “try 
spies, if there are any spies, 
among the hostages in a fair 
manner. " 

Sheikh Fadlallab’s appeal 
appeared to be mainly concerned 
with American hostage Alarm 
Steen, 47, reported by tus kidnap- 
pers to be an the verge of death 
as a result of high Wood pressure 
and breathing difficulties. 

Mr. Steen was kidnapped along 
with two othe American profes- 
sors and an Indian from the U.S.- . 
affiliated Beirut University Col- 
lege (AUC) campus by gunmen 
poring as not police on Jan. 24. 

' The kidnapping group, which 
calls itself Mamie Jihad for the 
Liberation of Palestine, has de- 
manded the release of 400 Arab 


prisoners from Israeli jails as a 
price for freeing Mr. Steen -ami 
the three other educators. 

Israel has refused to negotiate 
a swap and the United States has 
said it would not Wing pressure to 
bear . on the Jewish - state to 
change its jrorition.

MEDAN, Indonesia (Agencies) 
— Mourning families buried vic- 
tims of Indonesia’s worst air crash 
on Sunday, after a DC-9 of Garu- 
da Indonesia Airways plunged 
onto a runway in a ball of flame 
during a thunderstorm, killing 28 
people. 

The plane crashed while land 
ing in the north Sumatran dty of 
Medan on Saturday, injuring 17 
people. Officials at Medan's Eli- 
zabeth Hospital told Reuters two 
died on Sunday and several more 
were in a critical condition, with 
severe bums. First reports said 34 
people were killed. 

The jet burst into flames and 
exploded into pieces at Medan 
airport while attempting a land 
ing in bad weather, an airline 
spokeanan said. 

A bolt of lightning tnmed the 
air craft into an -inferno as it was 
landing, airline chief Reyn 
Laments said. 

The dead included a Japanese 
diplomat and two Japanese en- 
gineers. 

Mr. Lumcnta told journalists in 
Jakarta the pilot reported that his 
aircraft, carrying 37 passengers 
and eight crew, was hit by a boh 
of li ghtning during a tropical 
storm as it was landing in Medan.

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Gazans hold union elections 


in defiance of Israeli army 


OCCUPIED GAZA STRIP 
(Agencies) — Commercial and 
public service workers in the 
occupied Gaza Strip have defied 
the Israeli army and held trade 
union elections for the first time 
in 20 years. 

An Israeli spokesman said 
organisers of the election on 
Saturday “knew their actions 
were illegal because the union 
does not meet certain criteria 
such as keeping protocols or 
maintaining a quorum for meet- 
ings.” 

The daily Jerusalem Post re- 
ported that Israeli troops tried to 
prevent the election by barring 
union members from entering the 
union office and confiscating 
printed ballots and ballot boxes. 

An Israeli army spokeswoman 
said the army was investigating 
the report but that “it is not 
military policy to intervene in 
non-‘security’ related affairs.” 

Trade onion officials said they 
organised .the vote “to breathe 
new life” into the dormant in- 
stitution and teach workers their 
economic rights, the Post report 
raid. 

The paper quoted a military 
official as saying the army 


opposed the elections because 
they “encourage hostile ele- 
ments.” 

Hussein Ibrahim Abu Nar, one 
of the union officials elected 
Saturday, said the Israeli govern- 
ment opposed worker organisa- 
tion because it would threaten the 
current flow of cheap labour to 
Israel. 


Some 42,000 Gazans work in 
Israel and many are paid less than 
foe country’s minimum wage. 

About 600,000 Palestinians live 
in the occupied Gaza Strip. 

Israel shot down six trade un- 
ions in Gaza in 1967 but allowed 
them to reopen in 1980 under 
pressure from the International 
Labour Organisation, the Post 
quoted a volunteer for the Al 
Haq h uman rights organisation as 
saying. 

But the volunteer said Israel 
still had not allowed the unions to 
bold elections. In February the 
Carpenters and .Budding Work- 
ers’ Union chose new leaders but 
the military government has re- 
fused to recognise them, he said. 

About 177 of the union's 259 
members voted in the election 
Saturday, the Post said. 


Syria: No Euro- Arab 
contacts until EC lifts 
sanctions on Damascus 


TUNIS (Agencies) — Syria on 
Sunday put a brake on European 
Community (EC) attempts to en- 
courage an international Middle 
East peace conference, saying 
Euro-Arab contacts should be 
blocked until EC sanctions 
against Damascus are lifted. 

Speaking to reporters after an 
Arab League foreign ministers 
session here. Syrian Foreign 
Minister Farouq Al Sbaraa said 
Arab states supported Syria's 
stand on the EC sanctions, which 
were imposed last November af- 
ter a British court case implicated 
Syrian agents in a plot to blow up 
an Israeli airliner. 

Syria denied involvement, but 
at Britain's prodding the EC im- 
posed sanctions which, although 
largely symbolic, included an 
arms embargo and curbed di- 
plomatic activity. 

“I can say that the Arab minis- 
ters have expressed solidarity 
with Syria as long as these Euro- 
pean measures are im- 
plemented,” Mr. Sharaa said. 

“Therefore it was agreed that 
we cannot as Arabs resume the 
Euro-Arab dialogue as long as 
this obstacle is there, as long as 
the European measures against 
Syria remain there.” 

The February statement by the 
12-nation community in favour of 
a peace conference was broadly 
welcomed in the Arab World, 
including the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO). 

Both Arab League Secretary- 
General Chadli Kfibi and Alge- 
rian Foreign Minister Ahmad 
Taleb Ibrahnni raised the issue of 
the peace conference on Satur- 
day, the first day of the 21- 
member Arab League foreign 
ministers’ meeting, and urged 
that a long-delayed Arab summit 
be held to prepare the ground. 

In Brussels, Belgian Foreign 


Minister Leo Tindemans said 
Sunday he would visit Jordan, 
Egypt, Saudi Arabia and Israel 
this month on behalf of the EC as 
part of moves to gain support for 
the called-for international peace 
conference on the Middle East. 

Mr. Tindemans, who will travel 
in his capacity as current presi- 
dent of the EC Council of Minis- 
ters, told reporters he would not 
visit Syria. 

When EC states declared their 
support for a peace conference, 
to be held under United Nations 
auspices, in February, Mr. Tinde- 
mans said he would visit the 
Middle East only if he received 
assurances of serious willingness 
to negotiate. 

Mr. Tindemans spoke on San- 
dy after a private meeting of EC 
foreign ministers. 

Referring to the EC call for an 
international conference on the 
Middle East, he said: “The idea 
has been almost universally wel- 
comed. We now have to continue 
and maintain the momentum.” 

Mr. Tindemans was in New 
York last week to sound out U.N. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar on the conference. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Shi- 
mon Peres has urged the com- 
munity to play a “middleman” 
role in helping his country nor- 
malise relations with the Soviet 
Union, an Israeli condition for 
attending. 

Heads of delegation to the 
Tunis meeting discussed the 
“camps war” in Lebanon in a 
closed-door session Saturday 
night after Syria had walked out 
before a speech by Pales tinian 
leader Yasser Arafat on the issue 
to the opening session.

Moscow and Paris in war of words 


China 
reportedly 
sold arms 
worth $3b 
to I ran 

ABU DHABI (AP) — Iran and 
China have signed arms deals 
worth more than $3 billion in the 
past two years, a United Arab 
Emirates newspaper reported 
Sanday. 

The semi-official drily Al ltd- 
bad said China had emerged as 
Iran’s key arms supplier, despite 
repeated denials by both govern- 
ments. 

Peking's military connections 
to Iran were underscored last 
month when Tehran deployed 
Chinese-made coast-to-sea mis- 
siles near the strategic Strait of 
Hormuz, the gateway to the Gulf 
through which pass about 20 per 
cent of the West's oil supplies. 

Al Ittihad attributed the report 
to well-informed sources in 
London. 

It said the first arms deal was 
signed early 1985 and was valued 
at S1.6 billion. The second, worth 
$1.5 billion, was signed later in 
that year or early in 1986, it said. 

The newspaper said Chinese 
arms supplies which Iran received 
in the summer of 1986 helped the 
Iran’s war efforts against Iraq. 

It said that shipment included 
12 J-6 and 18 J-7 warplanes, the 
Chinese version of the Soviet 
MjG-19s and MiG-21s, 440 Type- 
59 tanks, copies of the Soviet 
T-S4, 180 anti-armour missile- 
launchers and 400 anti-aircraft 
batteries. 

It also included unspecified 
amounts of I22-mm and 130-mm 
artillery guns, multi-barreled 
rocket-launchers and surface-to- 
air missiles identical to the Soviet 
SAM-2s. 

The newspaper said Iran later 
received from China HY-2 anti- 
ship missiles, a version of the 
Soviet-designed SS-N-2, or Styx. 
Western intelligence sources have 
said Styx missile batteries have 
been deployed near Hormuz. 

Al Ittihad also noted that 
North Korea “has played since 
the 1980’s, and continues to play, 
a major role in arming the Iranian 
force.” 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — The 
Soviet Union accused Frante on 
Sunday of trying to undermine a 
Kremlin reform drive by indulg- 
ing in “spy mania,” as a dispute 
over alleged espionage of Euro- 
pean space secrets broadened 
with the announcement of more 
expulsions. 

Moscow, which Saturday night 
ordered out four French diplo- 
mats and two businessmen after 
France had announced the expul- 
sion of three Soviet envoys, has 
denied involvement in a spy net- 
work alleged to have sought sec- 
rets about Europe’s French-built 
Ariane rocket. 

Paris meanwhile disclosed on 
Sunday that it had ordered a total 
of six Soviet citizens to leave 
France — the three diplomats last 
week and three others. 

Commenting on the affair on 
Sunday, the Communist Party 


PRAGUE (Agencies) — Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev has 
postponed his visit to Czechoslo- 
vakia because of “a slight cold,” 
Czechoslovak Deputy Foreign 
Minister Roman Narozny said 
Sunday. 

Mr. Gorbachev’s visit had been 
expected to start Monday. But 
Mr. Narozny told a news confer- 
ence of about 300 journalists that 
the visit now was expected to take 
place later this week. 

But he added, “the exact date 
of the visit will be notified to you 
in time.” 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The United States is clandestinely 
shipping 600 Stinger anti-aircraft 
missiles to seven rebel groups in 
Afghanistan, leading a senator to 
question whether appropriate 
security measures are being 
taken, according to a published 
report Sunday. 

Sen. Dennis Deconrini, an 
opposition Democrat, told the 
Washington Post that he has re- 
ceived a classified report from the 
General Accounting Office 
(GAO) on the safeguards used in 
connection with the Stingers 
being exported. The GAO is 
Congress’ investigative aim. 


newspaper Pravda said the 
French secret services were 
directing a campaign to discredit 
the Soviet Union in order to 
dampen French interest in 
changes under way in the 
country. 

It said French press reports on 
the Ariane affair read like cheap 
thrillers and were based on de- 
liberate intelligence leaks aimed 
at fostering an image of “aggres- 
sive communism” and undermin- 
ing efforts at detente. 

The spy dispute began last 
month when France charged 
seven people with spying for a 
foreign power after investigations 
at the Normandy factory which 
builds the Ariane engine. Among 
those arrested were a Soviet 
citizen and her French husband. 

On Thursday Paris ordered 
three Soviet diplomats to leave 


Asked to explain his initial

The statement said the four 
French diplomats and two 
businessmen “in no way breached 
their obligations.” It insisted that 
all six Soviets expelled committed 
serious breaches. 


Israel reviews 
$250m plan to 
settle 1 0,000 
Soviet Jews 

TEL AVIV (AP) — Israel’s 
cabinet on Sunday discussed a 
possible influx of Jews from the 
Soviet JJnion and was presented 
with a report estimating it may 
cost $220 million to settle 10,000 
newcomers in Israel, officials 
said. 

Yaacov Tsur, minister of im- 
migration and absorption, told 
reporters after the three-hour 
cabinet session the cost estimate 
was part of a master plan being 
devised to accommodate Soviet 
Jews. 

“I think we can see very impor- 
tant changes in Russia, and its 
relationship towards Israel and 
the Jewish question,” Mr. Tsur 
told reporters. 

“(Large-scale) immigration is 
not yet a feet, bnt on the other 
hand, we have to prepare 
ourselves." 

A cabinet communique said 
the cabinet wo old continue its 
discussion on preparations for the 
absorption of Soviet immigrants 
after further study. No details 
were given of the debate. 

The 25-member cabinet was 
united on the need 10 nuke pre- 
parations, Mr. Tsur said, but was 
divided on whether to seek a 
broader dialogue with the Soviet 
Union.

Libyan raids damage half of 
aircraft captured by Chad 


N’DJAMENA (Agencies) — Libya is mounting 
intensive bombing raids in northern Chad to try 
to destroy aircraft and other sophisticated military 
hardware abandoned by its defeated forces, a senior 
French military official said. 


The official said daily raids on 
Libya's former airbase at Ouadi 
Doura had damaged about half of 
some 16 planes and helicopters 
captured when Chadian fighters 
overran the garrison in a lightn- 
ing attack on March 22. 

He said Soviet-made Tupolev- 
22 bombers had been m along at 
least two 90-minute-long strikes a 
day for the past two weeks on the 
desert airstrip, formerly Libya's 
largest stronghold in northern 
Chad. 

Fearing anti-aircraft fire, the 
planes usually flew at extremely 
high altitude but had scored 
several hits despite overall in- 
accuracy. 

The French official said the 
bombings, unlik e previous spor- 
adic attacks on civilian areas, 
were aimed at destroying what he 
called a “full and dense supply of 
some of the best equipment in 
Africa." 

French experts estimate Libya 
has lost up to SI billion worth of 
equipment since the Chadian 
army launched a drive to dislodge 
Libyan forces from the north of 
the central African nation some 
four months ago. 

Huge quantities of material 
have been captured intact at 


Ouadi Doum and other Libyan 
outposts lost in battle or aban- 
doned without a fight over the 
last two weeks. 

French intelligence experts 
have already visited the Ouadi 
Doom airfield to carry out a 
preliminary survey of captured 
weapons but have been unable to 
retrieve any material for closer 
study. 

One captured aircraft damaged 
in the raids, the French official 
said, was a Soviet-made MI-25 
helicopter gnnship. 

Hie export version of the MI- 
25, or “Hind” helicopter, used by 
Soviet troops against rebels in 
Afghanistan, has special electro- 
nic and optical systems which 
U.S. and French experts bad 
been eager to examine. 

“Part of the problem is that for 
Chadian soldiers, this hardware is 
of little interest. The first thing 
for them is to take tyres and 
batteries, it's natural," said the 
French official. 

Other aircraft captured at the 
base, whose hard runway served 
as a staging point or Libyan op- 
erations in Chad, included 11 
Czechoslovak-made L-39 fight 
bombers and four small Itatian- 
made Marcfaetti planes. 


Early reports that MiG lighten 
and Sukhoi bombers had also 
been seized were untrue, the 
French official said. 

He said the most important 
find — SAM-6 anti-aircraft mis- 
siles with advanced radar gui- 
dance systems — had apparently 
so for escaped damage in the 
Libyan air raids. 

The computerised guidance 
equipment, which indudes soph- 
isticated lasers, represents the 
latest in Soviet aims technology, 
be added. • 

“The FANT (National Aimed 
Forces of Chad) must bring u$ 
this equipment before it is too 
late. They lave to understand its 
importance to the West and 
therefore to them,” he said. 

President Hssene Habra cele- 
brated dad’s military victory 
over Libya on Saturday and said 
he was prepared to open peace 
talks with Libyan leader Col. 
Muammar QadbafL 

“Chad wants peace. If the Li- 
byan regime wants to open a 
dialogue with us in order to find

Officials say U.S. selling computers to Iran 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
U.S. offi cials have said about $70 
million in American computers 
were sold to Iran through U.S. 
contracts over the last three 
years. 

The officials said the compu- 
ters do not have militar y signifi- 
cance' and involve elementary 
technology. “My kid has more 
sophisticated stuff in his room,” 
said an official, who demanded 
anonymity. 

The contracts were approved 


by the Commerce Department 
The Pentagon tried to prevent the 
computer sales to Iran, but was 
overruled, the official said. 

The State Department, mean- 
white, rejected reports that U.S. 
weapons were still being sold to 
Tehran. The disclosure last 
November that there had been 
seven secret shipments and some 
of the profits from the sales were 
diverted to the Nicaraguan rebels 
rocked die administration of 
Preadent Ronald Reagan. 


Responding to reports of re- 
cent sales, spokeswoman Sandra 
McCarty said “we categorically 
deny that- the United State* a 
selling and-or sending any 
weapons to Iran.” 

Ms. McCarty said U.S. policy 
was to discourage arms tran sfers 
to Iran by other c o untri e s . 

“Further, die United States is 
not doing anything in connection 
with the government of Iran 
which is not consistent with U.S. 
laws or trade policy,” she said. 


Gulf experts discuss anti-pollution measures 


DUBAI (R) — Experts from 
eight Gulf countries including 
warring Iran and Iraq began a. 
three-day meeting Sunday to dis- 
cuss ways to fight oil and other 
types of pollution in the 
waterway. 

Technical and legal experts of 
the Regional Organisation for the 
Protection of the Marine En- 
vironment (ROPME) will discuss 
a draft protocol regulating ex-‘ 
ploration and exploitation of the 
seabed and continental shelf, offi- 
cials said. 

In an opening speech. United 
Arab Emirates (UAE) Health 
Minister Hamed Abdul Rahman 
A1 Madfa' called for Gulf coop- 
eration. 

“We must find a correct ba- 


lance between the use of modem 
technology and the need of states 
to protect their marine environ- 
ment from oil and other types of 
pollution,” he sauL 

Conference coordinator Badria 
A1 A wadi of Kuwait praised the 
“positive attitude” of Gulf au- 
thorities which she said was farih- 
taring its work. 

ROPME groups (he six mem- 
bers of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council — Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
the UAE, Bahrain, Qatar and 
Oman — phis Iran and Iraq, the 
eight states bordering the Gulf 
through which about 10 per emit 
of the world's ofl passes. 

Delegates said the draft pro- 
tocol would regulate die drilling, 
production, loading and trans- 


portation of oil and gas toprevent 

pollution. It also specifies steps, to 
combat pollution emergencies. 

ROPME played a role in exp- 
ping wells in Iran's Nowruz 
offshore oilfield in 1983 when 
they were damaged by Iraqi air 
attacks, creating a giant ofl stick. 
Iran and Iraq have been at war 
since September 1980. 

Mr. A wadi said the meetup 
would discuss recommendations 
on the draft made during the 
experts' last meeting in Kuwait in 
February 1986. 

If passed, the draft goes for 
final approval to the ROPME 
ministerial council, composed of 
nmnstens from the eight sta tes 
concerned with environmental 
affairs.

U.S. navy 
to increase 
presence 
near Gulf 

NEW YORK (R) — Defence 


Egyptians elect new parliament today 


ordered the U.S. navy to increase 
its presence near the Gulf in an 
effort to fulfil President Reagan's 
pledge to keep ofl flowing to 
Europe and Japan, the New York 
Times re p ort e d Sunday. 

The newspaper quoted Penta- 
gon officials as saying the navy 
would keep the a ircr aft carrier 
Kitty Hawk on station in the 
Arabian Sea and the rest of the 
Indian Ocean until May, three 
months longer than planned. 

The navy would then have a 
carrier battle group of ax to eight 
warships in the area at all times 
rather than part erf toe time, as 
happens now, the paper said. 

It quoted the officials as saying 
the navy was also considering 
plans to deploy battle groups 
centred on recently refurnished 
battleships to toe Indian Ocean to 
relieve pressure on toe carriers. 

Chief Pentagon spokesman 
Robert Sims was quoted as 
ray ing? “Tliere is an increased ■ 
requirement to have carriers in 
the Indian Ocean.” 

The paper said that last month, 
U.S. intelligence sources said 

they had spotted land-based anti- 
ship wmbIm of a Chinese de sig n 
known in the West as the HY-2 
toe Strait of Hot muz.

CAIRO (AP) — Egyptians vote 
for a new parliament Monday 
amid opposition charges that the 
government will cheat and con- 
troversy over an electoral affiance 
embracing fundamentalists from 
the officially outlawed Muslim 
Brotherhood. 

The election of the People’s 
Assembly is a prelude to the 
anticipated nomination of Presi- 
dentHosni Mubarak to a second 
six-year term starting on Oct 14. 

Under the constitution, the 
president is chosen by the assem- 
bly and endorsed in a national 
referendum. The new assembly, 
like its predecessor that Mr. 
Mubarak disbanded in February, 
is widely expected to be domin- 
ated by bis National Democratic 
Patty (NDP) and is virtually cer- 
tain to nominate him. 

Mr. Mubarak, 58, dissolved 
parliament two years before the 
end of its five-year term because 
of opposition charges that tbe law 
under which it was elected was 
unconstitutional. The law was 
amended to change some of tbe 
contested provisions. 

Almost 14.4 rnSOhni of Egypt's 
51 millio n people are eligible to 
vote at more than 21,000 polling 
stations nationwide. More than 
3,600 candidates are running for 
448 seats in 48 constituencies, 
with 400 seats reserved for parties 
and 48 for independents. Addi- 
tionally, the president may 
mouit up to 10 members. 

The month-long election cam- 
paign ended Saturday with lead- 
ers from the nation's five opposi- 
tion parties alleging that toe gov- 
ernment rig toe election in favour 
of the NDP, winch held 390 seats 
in toe previous chamber. 

“We will resis t every interfer- 
ence by the government and its 
attempt to rig the elections with 
all means at our disposal,” a joint 
opposition statement said 
Thursday. 

Fuad Serageddin, leader of the 
rigfat-of-centre New Wafd Party, 
which controlled 58 seats in the 
disbanded home, told rep orter s: 
“I advise and warn the govern- 
ment that any at rigging 


will cause serious damage.” 

The charges stemmed from dif- 
ferences over procedures It) 

party poS-watchers. Opposition 
parties regarded pofl-watdxmg as 
a prime guarantee of a dean vote. 

Government officials, from 
Mr. Mubarak on down, and state- 
owned media have denied that 
toe government {flans to meddle. 
They maintain that opposition 
parties enjoy greater freedom 
now than at - any time since 
Egypt's multiparty system was 
reinstated a decade ago. 

“The best guarantee of demo- 
cracy is greater democracy,” Mr. 
Mubarak said in several recent 


Both gov e rnment and opposi- 
tion parties were given equal time 
for campaigning on state radio 
and television, although opposi- 
tion spokesmen often were ftfl- 
lowedby documentaries outlining 
purported gains under the 
National Democratic govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Mubarak, who has said 
that as (resident he is above 
partisanship, made several cam- 
paign swings through the pro- 
vinces that some said wore thinly 
disguised NDP promotion tours. 

A projection by the state-own- 
ed newspaper A1 Ahram said the 
NDP would win more than 75 per 
cent of tbe assembly seats, with 
the so-called Islamic Alliance of 
two opposition parties and tbe 
Muslim Brotherhood getting 12 
pm- cent. Xt predicted about 10 
par cent for the New Wafd. 

Makram Mohammad Ahmad, 
a Mubarak confidant and editor 
of toe weekly state-owned A1 
Mnssawar, wrote in this week’s 
issue: “Tbe NDP will be a ble to 
win a reasonable majority with- 
out any need for unacceptable 
electoral ratering (to the NDP) or 
interference by toe executive.” 

The governing party and some 
opposition groups denounced the 
affian ce as a rose to circumvent 
the law requiring a minim um of 8 
per cent erf toe national vote for 
parliamentary representation. 

The Brotherhood, which advo- 
cates implementatio n of Sharia, 
Islam’s 1,400-year-old legal and 


ethical code, was- outlawed in 
1954 after bring implicated in an 
attempt to assassinate thcn-Presi- 
dent Gama! Abdul Nasser. 

The ban stands, but toe gov- 
ernment has countenanced toe 
Brotherhood in recent years be- 
cause it has renounced violence 
and now preaches peaceful transi- 
tion to an Islamic state. 

Tbe Brotherhood is considered 
a vote-getter due to its popularity 
among many devout Egyptian 
Mu slims . It ran with toe New 
Wafd in 1984 and won nine of 
that party's 58 seats. 

Thu time, the Brotherhood is 
on the ticket of tbe Socialist 
Labour Party, which also has 
been joined by tbe smaller right- 
ist Liberal Party. 

Tbe three groups fielded 397 
candidates in 46 constituencies. 
Spokesman Gaber Rizk said the 
Brotherhood has 53 candidates 
on the alliance list and hopes 40 
will win. 

The electoral system combines 
proportional representation by 
party lists and individual contests 
for independent candidates, who 
are r unning for one seat is each 
constituency. 

Ai Mussawar editor Ahmad 
said of the alliance: “In spite of 
the law, and under the mantle of 
an illusory alliance, some people 
want for us a path other than that 
of democracy. ... they have come 
to ten us that Islam is the solu- 
tion, as if we are not Muslims. ... 
They have come to impose them- 
selves as custodians, as middle- 
men between people and God.” 

The tiny opposition Umma 
Party, which also wants Sharia, 
has sued the. alliance, contending 
it violates toe legal requirement 
of a single candidate 1st for a' 
single party. The ad m inistrative 
court on Saturday postponed con- 
sideration of the case until April 
14, right days after the election. 

Umma and the pro-Soviet 
National Unionist Progressive 
Party also are contesting the elec- 
tion. Political observers give 
them virtually no chance of get- 
ting the 8 per cent vote mlnimnm 
to win seats. 


Diverse parties compete in Egyptian elections 


CAIRO (R) — Political parties 
contesting Egypt's parliamentary 
elections on Monday range from 
the moderate left to tbe Islamic 
religious right. 

Following are thumbnail pro- 
files of the main g roupin gs: 

The ruling National Democra- 
tic Party (NDP) has held power 
since its formation by the late 
President Anwar Sadat in 1978. 

President Hosni Mubarak, 58, 
now chairs the NDP and its 
secretary-general. Yonssef WaK, 
has been agriculture min is ter and 
deputy mime minister in the past 
four cabinets. 

The NDP, a catch-all, middle- 
ground nationalist party, won 391 
(rf the 448 elected seals in the last 
elections in 1984 for the 458-seat 
People's Assembly. 

Achievements in the last five- 
year development plan are prom- 
inent in its election platform, 
together with pledges over wages, 
jobs and boosing based on a new 
five-year (flan, due to start next 
Inly. 


Its election symbol is a green 
Muslim crescent 
New Wafd Party : Tbe centre- 
right New Wafd is the mam 
opposition party. It is led by 
77-year-old political veteran 
Fboad Serageddin, dabbed “tbe 
pasha’’, a title abbtisihed after the 
1952 revolution which overthrew 
the monarchy. 

The Wafd, winch had hitherto 
dominated Egyptian politics, was 
banned in 1952. It came back in 
time for tbe last elections in 1984 
and won 57 seats, after a court 
verdict ended the ban. 

The Wafd wants Egypt, winch 
imports most of its food, to gain 
“economic independence.” 

Mr. SCTagedchn wants a new 
constitution which will cut the 
powers of the president, have him 
directly elected and empower the 
assembly to challenge toe budget 
and vote out toe government. 

Like the other opposition par- 
ties, it calls for cancelling 
emergency laws introduced after 
Muslim extremists 


Mr. .Sadat in 1981. 

Its symbol is a palm tree. 
Affiance: Tbe Muslim Brother- 
hood, -toe weak Liberal Party and 
the Socialist Labour Party (SLP) 
have framed- an under ; 

toe SLP name. 

The Brotherhood, banned by 
law from politics but tolerated as 
a moderate Islamic force, con- 
trols 40 per cent of the labour 
lists. Analysts say it could win 20 
to 25 seats, against eight it- cap- 
tured in 1984 when it stood m 
alliance with New Wafd. 

Its leader, known as “the 
guide”, is Mohammad Hamed 
Abdul Nassr, a 65-year-old 
lawyer, who took over when pre- 
vious guide Omar Telmessani 
died last year. 

Tbe Brotherhood’s main slo- 
gan is “Islam is the solution,” and 
their goal is enforcement of Shar- 
ia (Islamic Law) in Egypt, the 
most populous Arab country. 

Tbe same policy is on the plat- 
forms of the SLP, led by Ibrahim 
Shukri, 70, and the Liberals 


under Mnstapha Kamel Mourad, 
60. 

The Sy> also wants economic 
reforms, more houses, a war on 
inflation and improved educa- 
tion. 

Mr. Shukri also wants better 
..relations with Arab countries 
which shunned Egypt for its 1979 
peace treaty with Israel. He says 
Israel did not respect the treaty 
and Egypt must cancel it and stop 
all normalisation with “the Zion- 
ist enemy.” 

Tbe alliance symbol is a star. 
Unionist P rogressiv e Party: The 
Unionist Progressive Party (UPP) 
is led by Khaled Mohicddin, a 
65-year-old former leader of toe 
1952 revolution once dnbbed the 
“red major” for his pro-Moscow 
leanings. 

The UPP includes leftist and 
Marxist intellectuals who do not 
have a big popular base but enjoy 
the respect of educated Egyp- 
tians.

AMMAN — European parlia- 
mentarians wound up a several 
day visit to Jordan and the occu- 
pied Arab territories on Sunday, 
stressing toe need for an urgent 
solution to alleviate the plight of 
Palestinians living under Israeli 
occupation. 

“We didn't know what it was 
like to be under military occupa- 
tion until we saw it," Mr. Anmand 
De Decker, a Liberal deputy 
from Belgium said. “I think it 
would be criminal to sit and do 
nothing until the necessary poli- 
tical solution is found." 

Mr. De Decker is part of a 
15-member delegation of the Par- 
liamentary Association for Euro- 
Arab Cooperation (PAEAC) on 
a fact-finding tour which took 
them to Jordan, the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza at the in- 
vitation of the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency (UN- 
RWA) and the Ministry of Occu- 
pied Territories affairs. 

During their tour, the delega- 
tion met with several Palestinian 
political activists in the occupied 
territories who briefed them on 
the latest developments and their 
views vis-a-vis peace efforts. 
They were also received by Fore- 
ign Minister Taher Masri, Minis- 
ter of Occupied Territories 
Affairs Marwan Dndin and other 
ministry officials. 

Mr. Robert Tazelaar, a Social- 
ist from the Netherlands said that 
Palestinians he met during the 
tour were less pessimistic about 
peace prospects than last year. 
He was apparently referring to 
ongoing efforts towards conven- 
ing an international Middle East 
peace conference to negotiate a 
settlement to the Palestine 
problem. 

On his impressions of the Israeli 
military occupation and its effects 
on the Palestinians’ day-to-day 
living, Mr. Michael Knowles, a 
member of the United Kingdom's 
Conservative party, said be bad 
never witnessed anything similar . 
“It is.- military occupation in its 
. starkest point,"lie said. “There is 
hopelessness and more hopeless- 
ness.” 

‘Desperation’ in Gaza 

Describing the situation in 
Gaza as “the most desperate,” 
the deputies said that Gazans 
seeking wort in Israel needed 
eight tours just to get to the city 
centre in the hope of finding wort 
there. “They would have to start 
their day at 2 a.m.,” Mr. De 
Decker, who had been taking 
photographs during his tour of 
refugee camps, said. 


PAEAC Deputy Secretary 
General Hans Peter Kotthaus of 
the Federal Republic of Germany 
told the Jordan Times that Israeli 
practices in the occupied territor- 
ies were “very dangerous for 
peace, and that the Jewish state 
was “making big mistakes.” 

Speaking in a group interview 
with the Jordan Times, the parlia- 
mentarians stressed the need to 
accelerate and improve economic 
relief efforts for Palestinian re- 
fugees along with the ongoing 
political process to solve their 
problem. 

Mr. De Decker pointed out 
that the situation in the occupied 
territories could not tolerate post- 
ponement until a political solu- 
tion — which he said could take 
years — is reached. 

Mr. Tazelaar said that Palesti- 
nian farmers were confronted by 
several export constraints by the 
Israeli authorities in contradic- 
tion to European Community re- 
solutions to give the occupied 
territories the same export facili- 
ties to Europe as all other 
Mediterranean countries. 

Furthermore, he added, Israeli 
measures were bringing up the 
production cost for Palestinian 
fanners’ products to the point 
that they are much less competi- 
tive with Israeli products. 

Mr. Tazelaar stressed the need 
for his association to reassert the 
agreement on exports from the 
occupied territories to the Euro- 
pean Community. 

Upon their return to their re- 
spective countries, the parlia- 


mentarians said they would be 
discussing tbeir observations with 
their countries' foreign ministers 
regarding increasing contribu- 
tions to UNRWA as well as 
reporting on political develop- 
ments. 

His Majesty King Hussein is 
planning a visit to Brussels this 
week for crucial talks on pros- 
pects for convening an interna- 
tional conference. Belgium is cur- 
rently the chairman of the Euro- 
pean Community. 

The deputies said that the Euro- 
pean Community would be crying 
to win concrete decisions towards 
alleviating the suffering of 
Palestinians. However, they said 
it was not advisable to urge for 
sanctions against Israel. 

“It is nor a good idea to talk 
about sanctions while everybody 
is talking about an international 
conference," Mr. Knowles said, 
“we have to be positive rather 
than threatening Israel." 

He expressed hope that Jordan 
would succeed in its efforts to 
move the Americans closer to the 
European position of supporting 
the proposed conference.

Special panel set up to 
guide conversion of TCC 


AMMAN (A1 Ra’i) — The Tele- 
communications Corporation 
(TCC) board of directors has set 
up a special committee to follow up 
the transformation of the TCC 
into a public company to be 
called the Jordanian Telecom- 
munications Public Shareholding 
Company, Minister of Com- 
munications Muhieddin AI Hus- 
seini, who is also chairman of the 
TCC board, said Sunday. 

Mr. Husseim said that the com- 
mittee would embark on its mis- 
sion in the coming week and 
study means of setting the new 
company. 

The committee which is 
chaired by the minister himself , 
includes Dr. Jawad Al Anani, 
president of the Royal Scientific 
Society, Mr. Mohammad Shahed 
Ismail, director general of the 
TCC, and Ali Gharaibeh, direc- 
tor general of the General Budget 
Department. 


The committee will be studying 
laws and regulations of Arab and 
foreign telecommunications com- 
panies prior to working out a 
special system of by-laws for the 
proposed company, and will 
reorganise the TCCs present 
financial accounts, the minister 
said. 

The minister emphasised that 
the proposed company would by 
no means rely on any foreign 
expertise in the process of trans- 
forming the TCC into a public 
company, and that only Jorda- 
nian expertise would be sought 

The Cabinet last year endorsed 
the transformation of the TCC 
into a public shareholding com- 
pany with the government hold- 
ing all shares as a first step 
towards changing if into a proper- 
ly market-oriented commercial 
entity. 

The TCC has held a monopoly , 
over the Kincdom’s telecom- 
munications services since 1971.

President of the Jordan Chamber 
of Commerce Adnan Darwazeh 
attended the talks. 

The Damascus-based Danish 
ambassador said that toe Jorda- 
nian side expressed willingness to 
bolster trade ties between toe two 
countries as well as cooperation 
in toe energy field. 

D enmar k could provide Jordan 


with technical expertise regarding 
toe introduction of win dmill* as a 
substitute for conventional ener- 
gy sources, be said, adding that 
his country has made strides in 
terms of developing wind power 
to generate electricity. 

On setting up joint venture s , 
Mr. Sondergaard said that a semi- 
governmental industrial fund for 
developing countries would be 
instrumental in realising agro-in- 
dustrial ventures in either of the 
two countries.

The ambassador said it was 
premature to identify areas for 
possible cooperation bur noted 
that fruit processing, agricultural 
industries and other related fields 
would figure high in any prospec- 
tive projects. 

He said that Mr. Bdeir and the 
president of toe Chamber Of 
Commerce would visit Denmark 
in September to further negotiate 
prospects for initiating joint ven- 
tures. 


Citing Jordan’s “high per capi- 
ta income,” the Danish ambassa- 
dor said his country was not 
contemplating extending loans or 
grants to toe Kingdom. "Jordan 
is different today than it was ten 
or 15 years ago,” he said. 

Regarding promoting tourism 
between toe two countries, the 
Danish ambassador contended 
that “toe high prices of accom- 
modation and catering” in Jordan 
discourage Danish tourists from 
visiting toe country, despite its 
great tourist potentials.

THE Voice of America (VOA) has been quite vocal lately on the 
subject of human rights. Drawing from a recently issued U.S. 
State Department report on human rights, VOA has broadcast 
a number of editorials on human rights abuses in various 
regions of die world. 

A VOA editorial on the Middle East, aired last week, singles 
out five nations for reproach — Iran, Iraq, Syria, Libya, aid 
South .Yemen. It charges that “the rights to free speech, 
assembly or religion, and the rights of citizens to change or 
criticise their government are almost completely denied in 
those five nations/’ After describing the torture and execution 
awaiting those who try to exercise human rights in these 
countries, the editorial condudes.that “it is essential that the. 
rest of the world be aware of human rights abuses in these 
Middle Eastern countries — and in all other countries where 
they occur/' 

We can only applaud the uncovering of human rights abuses 
in countries where they occur. But, might we note a conspi- 
cuous omission to the Middle Eastern list? It seems that Israel 
is not among those guilty of human rights abnses; not according 
to the VOA at any rate. Bnt perhaps this is merely an 
oversight. Compared to the supposedly gross violations of these 
other countries, what is Israel's occupation i-i the West Bank 
and Gaza? Nothing much, judging from the VOA editorial, of 
course. 

VOA surely knows that Israel denies some basic human 
rights to the Pales tinian people. The Palestinians in the West 
Bank and Gaza cannot express their opinions freely or 
assemble without Israeli police action. They are certainly not 
free to criticise their occupier's government, and, of course, 
they do net have a government of their own to c r itic is e . And the 
reports of arrests, detentions without trial, torture, and even 
killings by Israeli authorities and troops are n nmerona. 

We wholeheartedly support the advancement of human 
rights in our region as indeed elsewhere in the world. Bnt we 
thinlc every country should come under scrutiny, with no 
exceptions. Unfortunately, the mouthpiece of the American 
government has been quite selective in its opinion on fanman 
rights in the Middle East. This, we think, is an example of gross 
bias. Maybe the VOA and the American government should 
take off their moral Minders where Israeli oppr ession is 
concerned.

THE Americans and the Israelis regard the proposed international 
conference only as a means for arriving at direct negotiations 
between Che Arabs and Israel. The Arabs for their part want the 
coming conference to implement U.N. Security Council resolutions 
which dearly state that the aggressors should not keep occupied land, 
and that the Palestinians must have their rights in their homelands.

Passports for stateless Arabs is 


THE policy of the Government of Jordan of granting passports to 
the inhabitants of Gaza Strip is a Messing for the Gazans and an 
honourable nationalist act by Jordan. No one on earth knows better 
and appreciates more the value and importance of having a 
Jordanian passport than the Gazans themselves. Throughout the 
past forty odd yean, the Gazans suffered the most from stateless- 
ness and the denial of recognition by the international community. 
The state of Palestine was pushed to disintegration by the same 
international commiimty and on its ashes the world helped the Jews 
to establish their Jewish state.

Cork has been Mlkd nature’s 
best-kept secret Most people 
don’t know where it comes from 
or that it has hundreds of uses 
besides the familiar diampagne 
md wine bottle stoppers. Cork 
gvw the symphony conductor a 
Secure pip on the teardrop hand- 
le of his baton, and it hurtles 
toward space as the heat shield on 
the shame’s rocket booster. 

Taken from trees 

"When people open a bottle of 
wine, they don’t thiwlr the cork 
was once the outside of a tree,” 
says Fernando Soares Cameiro, 
an economic affairs counselor erf 
Portugal, the leading cork-pro- 
ducing country. 

Cone is the outer bade of the 
cork oak, Quexcas saber. This 
protective layer is usually 1 to 3 
niches thick and can be peeled off 
without harming the tree. A cork 
oak is mature enough for stop- 
ping when it is 20 to 25 years old. 
Thereafter, its cork grows thick 
enough to be stripped about ev- 
ery nine years. The tree can live 
for about 150 years. 


This extraordinary evergreen 
oak, whose velvety leaves resem- 
ble holly leaves without sharp 
points, is found in abundance 
only around the western 
Mediterranean — in Portugal, 
Spain, France, Italy, Morocco, 
Algeria, and Tunisia. 

Cork forests on the Iberian 
Peninsula produce about 80 per 
cent of the world’s annual supply 
of more than 200,000 tons. Most 
quality cork comes from Portug- 
al’s Alentejo region, which 
stretches south from Lisbon to- 
ward the Algarve coast. 

Just after a harvest, the trees 
appear naked, their bare tranks a 
fiery red. Some people say the 
trees are Mushing because they 
have lost their clothes. 

Cork is still harvested by hand 
because most of these oaks grow 
crooked. The hatchet must strike 
the tree carefully; no new cork 
will grow if the vital inner layer of 
bark is damaged. Two cuts are 
made around the trunk, and two 
or more up and down. The spon- 
gy outer bark is pried off in large, 
lnmber-like slabs. 

Cork is so versatile because it 
has densely packed cellular struc- 
ture.Thereare ISO milli on to 200 
milli on 14-sided cells in one cubic 
inch of natural cork. Half of 
cork’s volume is air trapped with- 
in the cells, making it roar times 
lighter than water. 

Snaps hack to shape 

Cork is not only buoyant, but 
compressible. It can tolerate 
14,000 pounds of pressure per 
cubic inch and expand to nearly 


its original shape within 24 hours. 
Its ceUnlar, rather than fibrous, 
nature malms it impermeable to 

liquids and 

Code also insulates, is resistant 
to the effects of friction, is fire- 
retardant, and absorbs vibration 
and sound. And it is virtually 
indestructible. It does not de- 
teriorate with age. 

. Natural code’s biggest job is 
sealing containers, from wine 
bottles to test tubes. About 6.5 
billion wine-bottle corks are pun- 
ched from bark each year. 
Mushroom-shaped champagne 
corim are pieced together. 

Evidence of cork’s vintage 
quality is a third-century wise 
bottle unearthed in France, still 
corked and filled with drinkable 
wine. Cork fine enough for bottle 
stoppers does not appear on trees 
until their third stripping, when 
they are about 40 to 45 years old. 

Most other cork, as well as 
nearly all scrap cork, is ground up 
and combined with natural resins, 
rubber, plastics, or other synthe- 
tic binders to make hundreds of 
products. Cork becomes gaskets 
for automobile motors, inner 
soles for shoes, expansion-joint 
fillers for bridges, tunnels, nuc- 
lear plants, highways, and side- 
walks, and lining shields for 
trucks transporting radioactive 
and tone materials. 

Cork can be found on the 
floors of Britain’s Parliament and 
the U.S. Library of Congress and 
on the lobby walls of New York’s 
Lincoln Centre. Cork is in the 
valve pads of saxophones and 
clari nets, the hanril*« of fishing 
rods, and the cores of baseballs.

Some of code’s newest uses are 
top secret “It gets into Star 
Wats,” says Arthur Dodge, presi- 
dent of Dodge Cork in Lancaster, 
Pa. 

Despite its remarkable qual- 
ities, cork has been replaced with 
synthetics in a number of pro- 
ducts, such as beer- and soft- 
drmk-cap liners and the screw 
tops of inexpensive wines. 

“There’s a shortage of cork 
worldwide; they bad to switch to 
synthetics. There is not enough 
cork for major industries to 
bother with,” says Jerome Man- 
ton, president of the Cork Insti- 
tute of America. The cork crop 
has stayed at its World War II 
leveL 

Although most of cork’s uses 
have been 
century, 
njsedat! 
and Roman times. The Romans 
made cork floats for fishing nets, 
bona for casks, swim ming aids, 
and head coverings. Caesar’s sol- 
diers are said to have endured 
their long marches because of 
their cork-cushioned sandals. 
Nearly all the ancient uses for 
cork continue today. 

Attempts to cultivate cork in 
other climes have met with 
almost universal failure. For ex- 
ample, Thomas Jefferson tried 
for 40 years to get acorns from 
French cork oaks to grow in 
South Carolina. There is no re- 
cord that any survived. Since 
then, fanners who have tried 
elsewhere have not had much

Report cites need to preserve earth’s living species

diversity refers to 
the Earth’s myriad life forms and 
ecosystems, including genetic 
materials that form the molecular 


basis of heredity. 

About 1.7 millio n plant and 
animal species have been de- 
scribed by scientists. But esti- 
mates of the actual number of 
species in existence vary any- 
where from five million to 30 
millio n. The variety of life in the 
tropics is staggering, fra a 10- 
hectare patch of a Borneo rain, 
forest, botanists have identified 
700 different kinds of trees — as 
many as exist in all of North 
America — and there are as 
many species of fi&b in me Brazi- 
lian river as there are in all the 
rivers of the United States. 

The OTA, a non-partisan con- 
gressional research agency, said 
thaMhe Earth's animal-and plant - 
"fife has experienced : & slow but 
steady increase ^diversity ever 
since’ the last mass extinction 
some 65 milli on years ago, when 
the dinosaurs and up to 80 per 
cent of the world's species 
vanished. But that trend has now 
been reversed, primarily due to 
the impact of humans, to where 
the rate of species loss in greater 


than the rate at which new species 
evolve, the study said. 

“As more natural areas are 
disrupted by human activities,, 
maintenance of biological diversi- 
ty becomes more dependent on 
conservation measures,” the 
OTA report said. “Loss of tropio- 
al rain forests, which harbour an 
extraordinary diversity of species 
... are of particular concern. In 
many tropical developing coun- 
tries, high population growth and 
the practice of shifting agriculture 
employed by peasant fanners are 
considered the greatest threats to 
diversity.” 

Some researchers estimate that 
tropical deforestation — due to 
ti nman activities such as paving 
roads, .dealing land. for growing 
crops, fogging and overgrazing — - 
costs the Earth someT0,000 plant 
and species a year and 

that as many as a million species 
could become extinct by the end 
of tins century. 

The OTA report said one way 
to conserve biological diversity is 
to main tain parks and wildlife 


refuges that preserve plants and 

animals in natural areas, an 
approach called “on-site mainte- 
nance.” Another approach pre- 
serves diversity in places such as 
zoos, botanical gardens and seed 
hanlre that irrlct apart fro m natu- 
ral habitats. 

Zoos and botanical garden* 
have become “matchmakers” in 
an effort to boy time for as many 
spedes as possible until condi- 
tions are favourable for their 
reintroduction into the wild. New 
reproductive technologies, such 
as artificial insemination, embryo 
transfer and cryogenic preserva- 
tion (freezing g e rm cells and fer- 
tilised embryos) make it possible 
to mate animals that fail to breed 
in captivity or are separated by 
long distances. 

“On-site maintenance is tire

nance is important in preserving a 
small but critical proportion of 
biological diversity, for example.

Commenting on tire OTA re- 
port, U.S. Representative Gus 
Yatron of Pennsylvania said that 
the United States is becoming 
increasingly dependent on di- 
verse spedes for new medicines, 
food sources and industrial pro- 
ducts. 

“For example, our corn crop 
has been helped by the increased 
resistance to provided by 

crossing with Mexican wild gras- 
ses,” Yatron said. “The tropical 
periwinkle plant has been valu- 
able in the treatment of certain 
cancers.” 

Specialists estimate that 98 per 
cent of U.S. crop production is 
based on spedes that originated 
outside the United States and 
that one in every 10 plant species 
may contain cancer-fighting sub- 
stances. The OTA study points 
out that since today’s drugs are 
often synthetic chemical copies of 
compounds found in plants, the 
loss of diversity could undermine 


“the exdting prospects” ’ of this 
new technology. 

Yatron said biological diversity 
is essential to tire economic de- 
velopment of the Third World. 
Legislation be introduced and re- 
cently enacted by Congress ear- 
marks S2.5 milli on of 1987 funds 
of the U.S. Agency for Interna- 
tional Development (A.I.D.) for 
protection of biological diversity 
in developing countries. The

MUSCAT, Oman — Slowly

its ancient gates to tourists.

society,” Commerce and Industry 
Minis ter Salim Bin Abdullah A1 
Ghazah said in an interview with 
the state-run Oman Observer 
newspaper. 

Ghazah, who oversees Oman’s 
infant tourism directorate, bl- 
asted that the sultanate’s customs 
and traditions should be re- 
spected by visitors. To protect its 
society, the government laid 
down new rales in a special tour- 
ism report. 

“We don’t want to see hippies 
with long hair and dirty jeans ... 
in any part of the sultanate,” 
fihamK noted in the report. 

“We want tourists who are 
perhaps around 30 (years, old) 
and up, people who are mature in 
both behaviour and outlook.” 

Opening the gates to viators 
is widely seen as a big step for a 
en m rt r y ftiat ha* long shunned 

t ourism as a menace to its tradi- 
tions. 

Until a few years ago, Oman 
was a remote backwater that 
allowed only a handful of fore- 
igners, mainly British army offic- 
ers and oilmen, to enter the 
country. . 

Oman is a member of the 
six-nation Gulf Cooperation 
Council, a regional economic and 
security pact. But only Oman 
among toe GCC countries — 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, the Un- 
ited Arab Emira tes, Bahrain and 
Qatar — requires visas for 
ri tiaaB from other countries in 
tite affiance. 

The nation's previous de spotic 
rater, Sultan said Bin Taimnr, 
refused to establish dSptomatic 
relations with other countries.

Scientists believe extraterrestrial civilisations exist

PASADENA, California — Sci- 
entists searching for intelligent 
life in outer space say the odds, if 
not the evidence, tell them ex- 
traterrestrials exist. But one scep- 
tic says that’s doubtful, otherwise 
aliens would have visited earth by 
now. 

“I’d be willing to bet one 
hundred dollars that between 
now and the time I die, well find 
evidence of intelligent fife,” said 
A1 Hibbs, a retired space scientist 
at the National Aeronautics and 
Ad mini st ra tion’s Jet Prop- 
don Laboratory. 

Hibbs moderated a debate on 
the issue on April 3 during tire 
anim al meeting of the comittee 


for tire scientific investigation of 
claims of the paranormal, a group 
that debunks claims of supernatu- 
ral powers. 

Committee member Carl 
Sagan, a Cornell University 
astronomer, said before the de- 
bate that “in a universe of 100 
trillion galaxies, each of which 
have a few hundred billion stars, 
the idea that our sun is the only 
star with an inhabited planet is 
laughable.” 

- “Where do we come off to 
imagine we’re the only kind of 
life m the universe?” he asked. 

The speakers agreed there has 
yet to be a single confirmed re- 
port of an unidentified flying ob- 
ject, or UFO, from another 
planet, but most said they be- 
lieved intelligent life must exist 


beyond earth. 

Because there is evidence 
planets may exist around a dozen 
nearby stars, and because the 
chemical evolution that produced 
life on earth exists throughout the 
known universe, the probability 
for intelligent life elsewhere is 
100 per cent, said Frank Drake, 
dean of natural sciences at the 
University of California's Santa 
Cruz campus. 

Drake said it’s posable ex- 
traterrestrial tourists view earth 
as “a zoo” and already are here 
by choose not to reveal their 
presence. 

“We are, as best we can tell, 
the result of completely normal 
processes, therefore life should 
be abundant in the universe,” 
said Drake, who also is president 


of the Search for Extraterrestrial 
Intelligence Institute, a NASA- 
funded effort to search for radio 
signals from alien civilisations. 

But Robert Rood, a University 
of Virginia astronomer, argued 
that if advanced, intelligent civi- 
lisations existed elsewhere in our 
Milky Way Galaxy, at least one 
would have colonised the galaxy 
and reached earth by now. 

Jill Tarter, an institute astro- 
nomer, said the organisation is 
seeking S65 million from NASA 
to finance a new, 10-year, sys- 
tematic search of tire heavens for 
radio signals that could be signs 
of an alien civilisation. 

Drake said simple mathematics 
suggests that in our galaxy alone, 
“once a year a new spedes of 
intelligent creatures emerges.”

My surprise was enormous because only two days ago I 
received a postcard, signed by Moravia himself and dated 
the end of March and posted from New York. 

It follows therefore that if we want to believe the 
distinguished columnist, whose article incidentally was on 
the occasion of national book week, the postcard was sent 
after Moravia’s death. And, furthermore, all the lectures 
and meeting that Moravia bdd in the U.S. from mid March 
until last week most have been done by his ghost. 

It seems that Alberto Moravia is not very lucky with us 
Jordanians. During his visit to Jordan a month ago — and 
be was very ranch alive then — an announcement in the 
local newspapers invited people to a lecture by Moravia 
hosted by the Jordanian Writers’ Association. Moravia In 
fori had no knowledge that be was the guest of the Writers’ 
Association and even less about the lecture, which be never 
delivered. More sad was the interview on JTV with 
Moravia. The interviewer asked the great writer to “present 
himself” to the Jordanian public, a phrase that characte- 
rises most Interviews by broadcasters and journalists in this 
country. He was then asked to give “his opinion” about his 
own writings. And finally he was asked: “Do you think that 
people like to read those (his) stories?”

After all, he was not the 
guest of the Jordanian Government but he came on his own 
because be was curious about Jordan and of the Jordanian 
people. 

Fortunately, it seems that Moravia did not feel hurt by the 
lack of knowledge about his work that he found in Amman. 
Back in Rome, he wrote three wonderful articles about 
Jordan in a leading Italian newspaper. So, now the least we 
can do is to keep hhn alive and to wish him a long life. 


Cashing in on an 
electronic future 

The cashless society is coming closer in the U.K. David LasccUes 
looks at the latest tie-up between Barclaycard and Access, which 
means thousands of additional money terminals by the end of the 
year. 


LONDON — The tie-up 
announced recently between the 
payment terminals installed by 
Barclaycard and Access, the 
V K.’s two largest credit card 
/stems, marks another big step 
forward in the move towards a 
railing society. 

But, surprisingly, it does not 
necessarily clarify what kind of a 
nationwide electronic payments 
system the U.K. is likely to have. 

Work is being oondneted on at 
least three fronts, and there is still 
considerable competition be- 
tween all the banks involved. 

This latest development means 
that holders of Bardaycards and 
Access cards will be able to use 
the same payment terminals, 
which are steadily proliferating in 
U.K. retail outlets, mainly shops, 
petrol stations and railway sta- 
tions. 

American Express is also being 
tied into the system, and by the 
end of the year the number of 
installed terminals will run into 
man y thousands. 

Shoppers use the terminals to 
pay by wiping their cards through 
a slot and punching in their secret 
code number. The information is 
flashed via a telephone line to a 
central computer which verifies 
the card, checks the credit limit 
and authorises the transaction. 

The cardholder’s account is de- 
bited with the amount, which is 
credited to tire retailer. The pro- 
cess is known as Electronic Funds 
T rans fer at Point of Sale 
(EFTPOS). 

The benefits of EFTPOS are 
intended to be greater efficiency, 
less paperwork, savings on cash 


handling and better accounting. 

However, the creation c: a 
nationwide network — now ili»_ 
stated goal of the U.K. clearing 
banks — remains a complex and- 
politically-charged task. 

The grandest scheme afoot is 
EFTPOS Ltd, the joint company 
set up by the 12 dearers to devise 
the technology and work out bow 
the costs should be shared with 
the retail industry. 

After a sticky start, the com- 
pany was reshaped and now is run 
by a steering committee headed 
by Mr. Richard Allen, a Bank of 
England official. 

EFTPOS Ltd is drawing up a 
blueprint for 3 nationwide 
scheme. It has said little about its 
work but there are indications 
that an announcement may be 
made before Ions. 

Bankers, while' supporting ih: 
company, were also keen lo re- 
tain an element of c ompetition 
within their EFTPOS plans. 
Their nationwide scheme always 
allowed — some say encouraged 

— the banks to keep working on 
schemes of their own. That is the 
background to this news. 

Barclays, the most active indi- 
vidual ba nk in this area, started 
Installing EFTPOS terminals two 
years ago for Barclaycard, mainly 
in petrol stations. 

The bank recently extended its 
system, known as PDQ, by 
absorbing a local network in the 
Northern area created by the 
Anglia Building Society. Barc- 
laycard has about 450 combined 
terminals.

Drechsler turns heads with records

BERLIN — Heike Drechsler 
turns heads by shattering track 
records at a fairly steady dip. Her 
appearance helps turn them, too. 
And she knows it. 

“Oh, sure, I try to make myself 
pretty before racing," she said in 
a recent interview with the offi- 
cial Co mmunis t newspaper Neues 
Deutschland. 

“It's part of me just as much as 
my snow-white track socks.” 

Like Katarina Witt, the aspir- 
ing model and actress who re- 
gained the World Women’s Fi- 
gure Skating Championship ear- 
lier this month, Drechsler is care- 
ful to m aintain the image. 

The image right now is that of 
world's best in women's trade, a 
22-year-old East German who 
has shattered records from mid- 
town M anhattan to America's 
heartland. 

Drechsler has set world indoor 
marks in the long jump and 200 
metres, in her first indoor race 
ever over the distance, and won 
two titles at the first World In- 
door Track and Field Cham- 
pionships in Indianapolis earlier 
this month. 

She set the 200-metre indoor 
mark of 22.27 seconds, just a few 
days after leaping 2 4V6 feet (7.47 


metres) to break her own long 
jump world indoor record. 

Outdoors, Drechsler holds the 
women’s long- jump record of 24- 
5VS metres, going that distance 
twice in the span of two weeks 
last summer. She also matched 
the world outdoor record of 21.71 
seconds in the 200 twice in two 
months last year. 

Drechsler is a graduate of East 
Germany's prestigious and highly 
select children’s sports school in 
Jena, her hometown. World-class 
sprinters Mariies Goehr and 
Marita Koch are also graduates. 
Koch, who held the 200-metre 
mark smashed by Drechsler, re- 
tired earlier this year. 

Although she excels in die 
short quints, Drechsler says the 
long is still her favourite. 

“The long jump is my special- 
ity," Drechsler told foe news 
agency AON after foe World 
Championships. “The 200-metre 
sprint is a good supplement. 

“The combination of foe two is 
a great challenge but also great 
fun for me. Indianapolis was a big 
test of my abilities because it was 
the first time that I had to do both 
events on foe same day.” 

It also marked foe first time she 
ran the 200 indoors. 

“The tune of 10. 15 in 100 yards 
showed me that I could be fast in 
foe 200. but I never thought 


about setting foe world record,” 
she told ADN. “The curves of foe 
track were optimal and I had no 
problems despite my long legs.” 

The outdoor season will be 
capped by August's World Cham- 
pionships in Rome, where Drech- 
sler said she hoped to jump be- 
tween 24-7 1-4 and 24-11 1-4 
metres. 

“And to do that, I must have a 
really quick start,” she said. “In 
foe World Championships, Til 
compete in foe long jump, foe 
100 metres and the relay. 

“I like to ran foe 200 metres 
very much but foe long jump and 
that race are at the same time-in 1

Rome and foe long jump for me 
has priority.” 

“If I have a good start I think I 
can do well in foe sprint. I am not 
even afraid of world record-hol- 
der Evelyn Ashford.” she told

WASHINGTON (R) — World 
Bank President Barber Conable 
expressed concern that trade pro- 
tectionism, at file heart of a new' 
showdown between the United 
States and Japan, might spread 
throughout the industrial world. 

But in an interview with Rat- 
ters, Mr. Conable said the U.S. 
decision to high tari ff* on 
certain electronic goods from 
Japan did not mean the countries 
were beading for a full-scale trade 
war. ! 

He said the World Bank has 
been pressing developing coon- 
tries to open their markets, 
arguing that a free trading en- 
vironment increases the possibil- 
ity of global economic growth. 

“We have, in fact, been mak- 
ing adjustment loans to many 
countries in the developing world 
winch have enco ur aged the open- 
ing Of their markets, and we want 
to be sure that the developed 
world doesn’t dose at the same 
time," he said. 

Mr. Conable said the U.S. ac- 
tum against Japan was “a signifi- 
cant retaliatory step, but it did 
not constitute a basic change in 
trade policy.” 

The interview came just before 
the semi-annual meeting of thft 
bank and the Internationa] 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 

Referring to BraaPs recent 
debt interest payments morator- 
ium, Mr. Conable also said the 
global debt situation was very 
serious and most be closely 
watched. 

He said the bank, which in the 
past has concentrated on making 
loans that the basic under- 

pinnings in the -developing world 
such as dams, roads and sewers, 
wQl increasingly make assistance 
available for economic reform. 

The bank has increased these 
loans, in part because of the debt 

Cl kin, fluff found i m mi t ri ftt 

desperately in need of new funds 
for balance-of-payments adjust- 
ment and economic reforms 
aimed at opening their markets, 
encouraging foreign investments 
and reducing government’s role 
in fiie economy. 

“We’re comfortable with 
adjustment lending. We expect, 
however, that it will never reach a 
majority of our portfolio," Mr. 
Conable said. 

He made dear, however, that 
adjustment lending would con- 
tinue to increase as a proportion of 
overall World Bank tending for 
sgme time. 

. He noted that "the problem of 
debt was a severe one and many 
countries are asking for adjust- 
ment assistance because of file 
problem of debt.” 

Mr. Conable, a former Repub- 
lican congressman from New 
York, was chosen by President 
Reagan for the World Bank port 
last year. He is an associate of 
Treasury Secretary James Baker, 
who launched die U.S. strategy 
for shoring up indebted nations m 
October 1985 which included a 
call for increased adjustment 
lending by the World Bank. 

Mr. Cooable said he expected 
the result of a major study of the' 
bank’s organisation to be can-, 
pleted in the next several weeks. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Trade of 21 industrial 
countries hit a record $2,997 trillion in 1986, up 
more than 14 per cent from the year before, 
according to figures published by the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) on Sunday. 


The $604 billion U.S. trade 
total and the country’s S169 bil- 
lion trade deficit for the year also 
broke records. 

West Germany's trade surplus 
doubled to $52 billion, and for 
the first time its total exports 
were greater than those of the 
United States, by $2 43 billion to 


$217 billion. The value of West 
Gennan exports rose by more 
than 32 per cent, bat only one per 
cent in volume, reflecting the rise 
in the value of the West German 
mark. 

In February, the value of the 
mark was 9.17 per cent highw than 
a year before. The dollar was 


1138 per cent lower. 

‘ The value of U.S. imports was 
$387 billion, to $191 bOHon for 
West Germany. 

Japan’s trade surplus readied 
$83 billion, another record, but 
Japan’s trade volume was still 
smaller than that of the United 
'States, with Japanese exports of 
$210 billion and imports of $127 
txffion. 

Japan's trade picture looked 
different in terms of quantities. 
The volume of its exports drop- 
ped by 2.4 per cent, though then 
value increased by $19 bOHon. 
Imports rose in volume by 12.7 


per cent while they dropped in 
value by 2.2 per cent. 

The difference appeared to be 
due largely to the drop in die 
value of the dollar and the rise of 
the yen, 10.07 per cent from 
February 1985 to February 1986. 

Britain’s deficit also increased 
sharply, to $19 trillion from $7 
billion in 1985. The French deficit 
dropped to S4 trillion from $6 
trillion. 

As a group, the 21 countries 
reduced their deficit sharply, to 
$65 billion from $102 billion. 
They increased the value of their 
reserves, not counting gold, to 


the equivalent of $332 billion. 

For 60 poorer countries, re- 
serves dropped again as they have 
since 1984, reaching $183 billion 
in January of this year. According - 
to the hind's accounting, this is 
the lowest reserve figure for the 
60 countries since 1979. 

Trade figures for 1986 were 
incomplete for the poorer coun- 
tries. For the first nine months, 
the countries had a collective $19 
billion trade deficit, compared 
with a deficit of S4 billion for all 
of 19S5. 


IEA forecasts slower growth in 
OECD oil demand in 1987 


Iraq urges ESCWA to 
enhance negotiating power 


PARIS (R) — The rise in the 
West’s use of oil is Likely to slow 
this year, the International Ener- 
gy Agency (SEA) said Monday. 

It said growth in oil consump- 
tion in the Western industrialised 
nations is likely to be around one 
per cent after 2.3 per cent in 
1986. 

If so, it will be disappointing 
news for the Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). The oil group, pinched 
by the prevailing world glut, 
hopes for steadily w ri n g demand. 

The IEA said that, m the first 
three months of this year, oil use 
in the 24 member countries of the 
Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) rose by around one per 
cent. It readied 35.9 million bar- 


rels daily. 

Most of the rise in the use of oil 
is likely to continue to come from 
transport. But, the IEA says, if 
prices to the consumer rise, that 
may mean that this year's rise in 
the use of transport fuel is less 
than the 1986 figure of 3.6 per 
cent. 

The IEA monthly report also 
said the volume of oil coming to 
file world market fell in the first 
three months of this year. 

OPEC has curbed its produc- 
tion to try to tighten the market 
and underpin a price of around 
$18 a barrel — some 20 per cent 
higher than ruling prices late in 


World ofl supply fell to 45.2 
million barrels daily in the first 
quarter of this year, from 47.5 in 


the last 1986 quarter. OPEC 
crude oil output fell to around 
15.5 million barrels daily in 
Febmary-Marcfa, from 16.5 mil- 
lion January. 

A drop in Saudi Arabian out- 
put to a tentatively forecast 3.3 
million barrels daily in March 
from 3.6 million in February was 
the largest factor behind the 
OPEC decline, the IEA said. 

That confirms word from in- 
dustry sources and market 
analysts that the S^«li$ have 
turned down the taps to help 
OPEC maintain its $18 price. 

IEA estimates on April 1, 
meanwhile, put foe industrialised 
nations’ oil stocks at 428 mini on 
tonnes, enough for 98 days and 
about the same as at the begin- 
ning of the year. 


Western nations agree to ease 
debt burden of African countries 


KNOKKE-HEKT, Belgium (R) 
— Western creditor governments 
have agreed in principle on prop- 
osals far easing the burden of 
debt on sub-Saharan African 
countries, which include some of 
foe poorest nations in die world, 
British Chancellor of foe Exche- 
quer (Finance Minister) Nigel 
Lawson has disclosed. 

He told journalists Saturday 
that the agreement, readied in 
the so-called Paris Club of West- 
ern governments, calls for resche- 
duling the debts of sub-Saharan 
African countries over long 
periods and on very favourable 
terms. 

The proposals will be put for- 
ward for discussion by the Inter- 


nationa] Monetary Fund (IMF)/ 
World Bank Development Com- 
mittee which meets in Washing- 
ton next week, be said. 

Mr. Lawson said that under the 
scheme , countries could be 
given 15 or 20 years to repay their 
debts with a so-called grace 
period — a number of years in 
winch they would not have to pay

Bangladesh, Pakistan open trade talks

Yemen. 

Iraqi Finance Minister Hisham 
Hassan Tawfiq was reelected 
chairman of ESCWA's 14th ses- 
sion. He said the two-day meet- 
ing was being held "under grave 
challenges facing foe states of foe 
region." 

The meeting will discn« a plan 
for 1990-95, the ESCWA budget, 
a report on the economic and 
social impact of foe return of 
expatriates to labour-exporting 
states in foe region, and social 
welfare issues. 

The meeting is also being 
attended by representatives of 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation, several other U.N. 
bodies and specialised agencies.

Philippine Finance Minister 
Jaime Ongpin said the offer was 
awaiting approval by President 
Corazon Aquino’s cabinet. 

The plant will help relieve an 
expected power shortfall caused 
by fiie closure last year of a 
U.S.-built nuclear power station,

Philippine ambassador to Mos- 
cow, Mr. Alejandro Melchor, 
told reporters in Manila Friday

Ecuador hit by over 50

QUITO (R) — Rescue workers 
have fanned ont along an 
Ecuadorean coastal highway 
dealing away mod to search fin* 
survivors of landslides which 
buried up to five buses and killed 
as many as 100 people, author- 
ities said. 

They said the only known sur- 
vivors were 18 passengers rescued 
Friday from a bus which was' 
partly buried on the highway. 

Operating in two fronts, a 
1000-strong force of soldiers, 
police and firemen used shovels 
to (fig through a torrent of mud, 
tree trunks, boulders and other 
debris, the military said. 

Witnesses said more than 50 
mudslides, hit different sections of 
a 70-kilometre stretch of highway 
near die Pacific Ocean two days, 
ago. Several kilometres of the 
roadway disappeared completely. 
“The movement of earth was 
so great that it is impossible to 
know ail of what it earned away,” 
Miguel Gonzalez, mayor of 
Azoquez, told Reuters by tele- 
phone. His town, 450 kilometres 
from here, was near an area 
where witnesses said up to five 


buses and isolated huts were 
buried in the mud. 

At the nearby town of El 
Ttiunfb, sokhers pulled 15 corp- 
ses out of a maws of mud Satur- 
day, Army General Ramiro 
Ricuarte told rep o rters. 

The eighteen bus passengers 
rescued Friday were from a bus 
which was partly buried at a 
nearby ate. 

As the magnitude of the muds- 
lides became known, radudmg

-CONCEPCION, Chile (AP) — 
Pope John Paul II has denounced 
torture and pleaded for recon- 
ciliation in troubled Chile, boors 
after violent dashes between 
police and anti-government pro- 
testers upset bis mass for peace. 

Addressing tens of thousands 
of people in tbe southern dty of 
Punta Arenas, the Pope quoted 
from a Vatican document de- 
noundng “those violations that 
attack fife apd the integrity of the 
human penon.” ' 

“In particular, it condemns the 
practice of moral and physical 
torture,” , he said. 

He did not specifically de- 
nounce the 13-and-a-half-year- 
old rightist military rule of Presi- 
dent Angusto Pinochet, a general 
and commander of the army. 
Human rights groups have ac- 
cused Chilean security forces of 
torturing political opponents and 
violating other human rights. 

Tbe Pope also told his audience 
to “eradicate all types of vio- 
lence. You must find concrete 
n vam of creating a true culture 
of peace and harmony.” 

After speaking in Punta Are- 
nas, the Fojie flew Jate Saturday 
to CbnoqKioa, Chile’s third- 
largest dty, 500 kflometres north 
of Puerto Montt and 418 


kSometres south west of San- 
tiago. Tbe -pontiff blessed the 
populace over television and then 
retired. He was to travel later 
Sunday to arid northern Chile. 

His appeal came after at least 
261 people were wounded when 
anti-government protesters 
dashed with security forces in a 
park in the capital of Santiago as 
the Pope celebrated mass. 

Fust aid officials said 220 peo- 
ple were treated for fractures and 
braises and eight were sent to 
intensive care units. Police said 
38 officers were injured, four of 
them seriously, and three civi- 
lians suffered bullet wounds.

Mrs. Feneira-Jorge had her 
uterus removed three years ago 
after giving birth to the couple’s 
Only child, Alcino Jr., the Lon- 
don weekly said. 

“I am a grandmother who is 
carrying and wifi bear her own 
grandchildren,” Mrs. Anthony 
was quoted as saying. “They will 
be very special indeed.” 

She is three months pregnant 
after undergoing the test-tube op- 
eration, known scientifically as in 
vitro fertilisation, in a Johannes- 
burg dime shortly after Christ- 
mas, the paper said.

NORTON, Kansas (AP) — A couple trapped in their car by 
roof-high snowdrifts after miring a wrong turn in a blizzard were 
rescued after living for 13 days on cookies, diet soft drinks and 
water from snow, authorities said. Nellie Obendorf, 65, and her 
husband, Orville, 70, were listed in satisfactory condition Satur- 
day night at Norton County Hospital. ‘1 was going to plow ont a 
road for the mailman, and I noticed a car over there,” said fanner 
Gayle Schultz, who found tbe ample. “T saw romethiiig move 
inode the car, and I thought; somebody left a dog in there. Then I 
saw a head stick up in tbe window, and then another head, so I 
knew there were two people in there.” The couple got stuck on 
March 22, 13 days earlier. Tbe car’s white top had blooded in with, 
die snow. “Other than being weak, they weren’t in top bad a 
shape, for being out there that long,' ” said Norton County Deputy 
Sheriff Scott Griffiths. “We couldn’t get too much out of them, 
and they became disoriented shortly after we got them out. They 
were too weak to even walk.” Mis. Obendorf, a diabetic, told the 
Hays Daily News in a telephone interview she had enoujdi msuHn 
in tiie car to survive die ordeal. “It was miserable, but we 
survived,” she said. She and her husband were on their way to 
visit her sister when they got stranded. They had enough blankets 
to keep from freezing, but their only food was one box of cookies, 
Mrs. Obendorf said.
